The mission. was founded on Sep- 
tember 8, 1797, by Friar Fermin 
Francisco Dasuen, oné of a distin- 
guished band of padres of the Fran- 
ciscan order, who, under the direc- 
tion of Father Junipero Serra, blazed 
the path of the Christian faith from 
San Diego north during the latter 
years of the eighteenth century. 

A prosperous and fertile agricul- 
tural community surrounds the pic- 
turesque otd mission today. The 
main building is still in a well-pre- 
served condition, but the lapse of 
years has still left the mark of time 
on the outbuildings.

San Jose.—Six men are awaiting 
trial'on various charges here as the 
outgrowth of an alleged . drunken 
row in which they participated.
